Miss Eaves' chair is that of peda- 


gogical history. 
In California every 


teacher in the public schools must take 
•pedagogical training in her own special 
line, whether it be history, geography 
or languages. 
Without that training 


-even graduates from Stanford univer- 
sity and the University of California 
must take an examination iu methods. 


Miss Eaves' success is the greater 


from the fact that the system she 
teaches she has herself evolved. She 
believes in teaching history from the 
sociological standpoint, not only in col- 
leges,'but in high schools and through 
all the grades of the publio' schools. 
Under this system she takes up' such 
branches as "The Nature and Forma- 
tion of Social Institutions," "Charac- 
teristics of Personal Leadership In So 


ciety," "The InEuenca of Crowds on 
History." 


Miss Eaves hns advanced ideas on 


social ant] educational questions ami 
expresses them with clearness and 
force. She developed these ideas while 
teaching in Peorid aucl later in Port- 
land, Or., and for three years at the 
Indian school at the Ncz Perces reser- 
vation, in Idaho. 


A course at Stanford in history, so- 


ciology ancl ethics gave her ideas form. 
In 1S94 she graduated from Stanford 
and immediately commenced teaching 
in San Diego. For four j-ears she has 
been giving a practical test of her 
theory. . Her success is attested by her 
election to a professorship at Stanford. 


Miss Eaves lias taken a special post- 


graduate course in history and eco- 
nomics at the University of Chicago, re- 
ceiving the degree of doctor of philoso- 
phy. •

Miss Eaves is an enthusiast upon ath- 


letics for women. She played in the 
first basket ball game of the Stanford 
team and excels also in tennis and 
rowing. She also believes in. the ad- 
vancement of women and advocates 
•woman suffrage.

Miss Amelia Judson successfully con- 


ducts an extensive lumbering business 
in Arizona. Some years ago her broth- 
er, Andrew B." Judson, left St. Louis 
and went to northern Arizona (having 
inherited a considerable fortune from 
an uncle at. his birthplace, Gulton, 
Mo.), convinced that there was money 
in developing the sugar pine forests in 
Coconiuo county, between Williams, A.

HATS OF OUR ANCESTORS. 


Clmujrea 
That Have Taken Place In 


Manufacturing JIcaHj-oa.r. 


"Speaking o£. the hat business," said 


a veteran of the business to the local 
historli.ii, "most 
wonderful 
changes 


have taken place since 1S50. In olden 
times soft felt and derby hats were 
not known, and it -was as late as 1843 
when silk dress hats were first intro- 
duced in this country, this being a 
French invention, and all silk plush 
used for hats in the world was, up to 
this time, made in France. When Kos- 
suth came to America he introduced 
the soft felt hats, wearing one him- 
self. It did not take American hatters 
long to take up the idea, and in less 
than one year old and young Ameri- 
cans 
covered 
their 
heads 
with 


Kossuth hats. They were 
in shape 


nearly the same as tourist hats now, 
'only being trimmed up with a nice, 
long ostrich plume. Along about 1858 
an English tourist came along with 
the derby hat, and in a very few years 
they became the general headgear in 
the country, and up to the 
present 


date the demand for soft hats' and 
.derby hats is nearly evenly, divided. 
In those days all the best class of soft 
hats were imported from France, and 
stiff derbies from England. This, how- 
ever, has taken a material change, as 
American hats are now sold in all 
parts of the globe, and it is a known 
fact that we produce the most tasty 
and best hats made. Before the ar- 
rival of Kossuth and the English tour- 
ist, however, the Americans did not 
go bareheaded, but contented them- 
selves with napped otter and napped 
beaver hats, for the more expensive, 
and the so-called scratch-up or brush 
hats for the cheaper. Brush or scratch- 
up derive their name from the 
fact 


that nap was raised on them by means 
of a stiff brush constructed of whale- 
bones. 


INSECTS TO IMPROVE FIGS. 


They Have Been Tutroclucn<1 In Califor- 


nia After Many Trials. 


The larger part of our fig supply 


comes from Asia Minor, the Spanish 
peninsula -and the south of France. 
Those of.Asiatic Turkey are considered 
the best. Certain insects of the genera 
blastophaga and sycophaga which fre- 
quent the wild fig enter the minute ori- 
fice of the receptacle, apparently to de- 
posit their eggs," conveying thus the 
pollen more completely to the .stigmas, 
thus insuring the fertilization and con- 
sequent ripening of the fruit. By some 
the nature of the process has been 
questioned and the better'maturation 
of the fruit attributed merely to the 
stimulus given by the puncture of the 
insect, as in the, case of the apple, but 
the arrangement of the unisexual flow- 
ers in the figs renders the first theory 
most probable, A year ago the depart- 
ment of agriculture begnn a series of 
experiments on the introduction of the 
insect which fertilizes the Smyrna fig; 
an agent -was sent to Europe to obtain 
cuttings*of all varieties of the wild fig 
and to send over :the fruit containing 
the live insect' By good fortune some 
of the insects succeeded in penetrating 
:he.closed flowers of th«, Capri figs and 
laid their eggs and really established 
themselves in California. It is now be- 
lieved that the insects will continue to 
breed and that in the near future a flg 
will he placed .upon the-market which 
possesses the same superior flavor as 
ihat which has given the 
imported 


Smyrna fig its present popularity. 


freclous Stone Industry. 


A report on the precious stone indus- 


try of the United States in 'the year 
1898 has been issued by the Geological 
Survey. Some of its salient features 
are: 
The finding of rock crystal at 


Mokelumne Hill, Cal., of such purity 
and size as. to almost rival the Japan- 
ese, and' the successful cutting of these 
in the United State's up' to over seven 
inches in diameter; the increased out- 
put of the Fergus county, Mont., sap- 
phire mines and the yielding of fine 
blue gems up to two carats each, and 
:he discovery of a new locality where 
;he stones are more varied in color 
than those of any known locality; the 
continued output of the new Mexican 
turquoise mines an-d the opening up of 
mines in Nevada; the finding of mag- 
nificent green and other colored tour- 
malines at Paris Hill, Me., and Had- 
dam Neck, Conn.; the increased sale 
of Australian opals; greater use of all 
the fancy or semi-precious stones; the 
greater importation of uncut diamonds, 
and the increase ol the diamond cut- 
ting industry in the United States; the 
unprecedented increase in the impor- 
tation of cut diamonds and the revival 
of the precious stone industry in the 
United States. 
The value of all the 


precious stones found in the United 
States in 189S 'was- $160,920, 33 com- 
pared with $136,675 in 1S97.

BRIEF BITS OF LOCAL 
NEWS 


Unable to Secure the New Girder Iron 


—Placed Order For Rail Soon After 
Ordinance Was Adopted—Given Un- 
til 
September 15 to 
Make the 


Change. 


The paving, of Milwaukee street will 


be delayed later than the stipulated' time 
on account of the'inability of the street 
railway company to get their new girder 
rails. 
• 


Under the ordinance passed June 26, 


last;'the company was required to re- 
place the "T" rails on Milwaukee street 
with a rail known as the "Philadelphia', 
type. This rail has a flat surface pro- 
vided with a groove in which the flange 
of the wheel runs. 


The railway company objected to the 


use of it on tho ground.that it would be 
next to impossible to operate the cars on 
it, ns in the summer it became filled with 
dirt and pebbles, and in the 
wintei 


would be clogged by ice and snow. 
They said that the same rail was being 
used in Appleton and that it was con- 
tinually, causing trouble. 
. . . 


After looking into the . matter, the 


council at its next -meeting, ammended 
the oi-dinauco and ordered the company 
to put down the "girder" rail.. This is 
a patented type, and is made by but 
two mills in the United States, ..one of 
which is the Pennsylvania'. Steel com- 
pany, and the other a Loraine, Ohio, 
concern. The street railway company 
claim that they placed the order tor the 
rails soon after tfle ordinance was d -awn 
up, and state that they are in receipt of 
a letter from the. manufacturers, in 
which they say that they are behind on 
their orders and that they-uanuot prom- 
ise a shipment at any definite time. 


It is well known that the iron and 


steel business is demoralized, and that 
the demand far exceeds the supply. The 
council gave, the company 
until Sept. 


15, to change their rails and unless they 
see fit to grant an extension of time the 
owners may be subject to a fine of S100 
and the payment of a penalty of §25 for 
each day after the above date ..that the 
old rails, remain down. 
Under the. cir- 


cumstances, however, it is extremely 
improbable that they would be made to 
pa^r it as the street railway company, 
has acted in good faith and are willing 
te make the change as soon as they can- 
g e t t h e rails. 
. ' " , . . . . 


The work of paving,the street is to.be 


comm'enced September 18..and finished, 
on or before ^p'vember 18, and if the. 
rails, do 'not' arrive in time, the .work 
may have to bo put off until next spring. 


It is claimed by. some .that a special 


brick could be used next to the rails,but 
it- 
would not be possible to make, as 


good a. joint, and besides considerable 
confusion 
would', ensue,, as the-assess- 


ment for the- proposed pavement was 
based on specifications requiring the 
girder rail.

PARTY TO STAND BY 16 TO t, 


Statement Made UT Bryan In an Inter- 


view at Lincoln, Now. 


Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 22.^-W. J. Bryan 


was interviewed here Monday. Asked 
these questions: 
"Why would .it not 


be wiser to stand upon a simple declar- 
ation in favor of the remonetization of 
silver, leaving the ratio to be deter- 
mined by congress? 
Would that not 


be more expedient? Would it n^t in- 
stantly reunite the democracy?" Mr. 
Bryan hesitated not a moment. 
His 


voice rang out with earnestness, as he 
said: 
' 
' 
• 


, "No, you cannot decide public .ques- 
tions upon the basis of expediency. 
The-rule with the party is the 'same as 
with the individual, because a party is 
only an aggregation of individuals. The 
question is not what is expedient, but 
what is right. That which is right will 
ultimately triumph,' and that which is 
wrong will ultimately fail. 


"As a member of the party I have 


said and still say that an abandonment 
of the ratio of 16 to 1 would be equiva- 
lent to an abandonment of the money 
question, because no free-coinage law 
can be adopted until a ratio is agreed 
upon, and, since the 16-to-l ratio has 
been 
agreed 
upon, an abandonment 


of it would mean either that the ratio 
is wrong or that, although it is right, 
we are afraid to advocate it. 
If the 


ratio is wrong we ought to select an- 
other ratio and stand upon it. I do 
not believe the ratio to be wrong; 
neither is. the ratio believed to be 
wrong by those who made the fight to 
insert it in the democratic platform. 


"To leave out all mention of the ratio 


would be to return to the ambiguous 
and deceptive phraseology which char- 
acterized the financial platforms of 
both the democrat and republican par- 
ties for several campaigns. 


"The men who oppose the ratio of 


16 to 1 have no other ratio to offer. 
Their plan is to invite the people to 
have confidence in the party..without 
the party taking the people into its 
confidence."

T IS undoubtedly

one of the things that- go to complete 
a perfectly spent holiday -with-Jacky is 
a good "square nioul" with "jittles" 
of a different kind than the commissary 
supplies.

Cripple Creek, Colo., Aug. 22.—Fire 


has 'destroyed the business portion of 
the city of Victor, causing a loss esti- 
mated at §2,500,000: Beginning shortly 
after noon Monday the fire raged until 
evening, consuming everything in its 
jway. It had its origin; it is thought, in 
•the Merchants' cafe, 
adjoining 
the 


Bank of Victor, Third street and Victor 
avenue. A strong wind from the south 


. fanncfl-the flames, and in a few min- 


utes all the surrounding houses were 
afire.

Help -was summoned 
from Cripple 


Creek, but the town had. been built in 
the early days of the camp and was 
of pine timber for the most part, and 
burned like paper. Efforts were made 


. to stop the progress of the flames by 


blowing up buildings in their path, and 
all afternoon the hills roared with the 
explosions, but' the effort was in vain. 


The fire claimed the Bank of Victor, 


the postoffice, on the'corner opposite, 
crossed Third'street and .followed the 
row'of .blocks • between 
Third-and 


Fourth streets to the north; taking the 
Victor Banking company, the "Western 
Union Telegraph, company's office, the 
office of the Colorado Telephone com- 
pany, the Hotel Victor, on the oppo- 
site side of Fourth street, and the three 
great shaft houses of^bhe Gold Coin 
Mining .company and its ore bins, 
among the largest in the Cripple Creek 
district.
